8.  (a),  ufually  called  the  Statute  pf  Ufes ;  and  though  the 
efficacy  of  this  mode  of  Conveyance  (which  is  faid  to  have 
kenfirft  introduced  by  fir  Fran.  Moore, )  was  at  fir  A  greatly 
doubted,  2  Blac .  Com.  338.  2  Mod.  252.  2 Fonb  Eq.8vo.I8, 
jet  ks  validity  has  now  from  long  ufe,  if  not  from  prin- 
ciple, become  too  firmly  efiablilhed  to  admit  of  queftion* 
The  nature  of  the  Conveyance  by  Leafc  and  Rclcafe 
is  mofl  perfpicuoufly  explained  4by  Mr.  Butier,  in  his 
incomparable  annotations  upon  Co.  Lit.  and  particularly 
!  V}i>b.  n.  1.   where  he  obferves,  that,  "As  the  form  of 
this  Conveyance  was  originally  derived  from  the  com- 
mon law,  it  is  neccflary  therefore  to  diftinguifh  in  what 
iefpe&s  it  operates  as  a  common  law  conveyance,  and  in 
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what  under  the  ftatute  of  ufes.  At  common  law, 
when  the  ufual  mode  of  conveyance  was  by  feoffment,  ( 
with  livery  of  feifin,  if  there  was  a  tenant  in  pofleflion, 
fo  that  livery  could  not  be  made,  the  reverfion  was  grant- 
ed, and  the  tenant  attorned  to  the  reverfioner ;  as  by  this 
mode  the  reverfion  or  remainder  of  an  eftate  might  bt 

conveyed  without  livery,  when  it  depended  on  an  eftate . 

« 

previously  cxifting,  it  was  natural  to  proceed  one  ftep 
further,  and  to  create  a  particular  eftate,  for  the  exprefe 
and  fole  purpofe  of  conveying  the  reverfion,  and  then  by 
a  furrender  or  releafe,   either  of  the  particular  eftate 
to  the  reverfioner,  or  of  the  reverfion  to  the  particular  te- 
nant, the  tf  hole  fee  vefted  iri  the  furrenderee  Or  releafee. 
It  was  afterwards  obferved,  that  there  was  no  neceflity  to 
grant  the  reverfion  to  a  ftranger ;  and  that  if  a  particular 
eftate  wv  made  to  the  perfon  to  whom  it  was  propofed  to 
convey  the  fee,  the  reverfion  might  be  immediately  releafed 
to  him  ;  which  releafe  operating  by  way  of  enlflgement, 
would  give  the  releafee  the  fee.  In  all  thefe  cafes,  the  par- 
ticular eftate  was  only  an  eftate  for  years;  for,  at  the  com- 
mon law,  the  ceremony  of  feifin  is  as  neceflary  to  create  an 
eftate  of  freehold,  as  it  is  to  createan  eftate  of  inheritance  ; 
Butftfllan  aftual  entry  would  be  neceflary  on  thepartof  the 
particular  tenant ;  for  without  actual  pofleflion  the  leflee  is 
not  capable  of  a  releafe  operating  by  way  of  enlargement. 
But  this  neceflity  of  entry  for  the  purpofe  of  obtaining 
the  pofleflion  was  fuperfeded  or  made  unneceflary  by  the 
ftatute  of  ufes;  for   by  that  ftatute  the  pofleflion  was> 
immediately  transferred  to  the  ceftui  queufe;    fo  that 
a  bargainee  under  that  ftatute  is  as  much  in  pofleflion, 
and  as  much  capable  of  a  releafe  before  or  without  entry 
as  a  leflee  is  at  common  law  after  entry,     AH,  there- 
fore, that  remained  to  be  done,  to  avoid,  on  the  one 
hand,  the  neceflity  of  livery  of  feifin  from  the  grantor,. 
and  on  the  other,  the  neceflity  of  an  adhial  entry  on 
♦he  part  of  the  grantee,  was,  that  the  particular  eftate? 
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(*Kch;  for  the  reafons  above  mentioned,  fhould  fee  sifi 
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date  for  years,)  fbould  be  fo  framed  as  to  be  a  bar- 
gain and  fale  within  the  ftatute.  Originally  it  was  made 
in  fuch  a  manner,  as  to  be  both  a  leafe  at  the  common  law, 
tnd  a  bargain  and  fale  within  the  ftatute.  But  as  it  has 
been  held,  that  where  conveyances  may  operate  both  by  the 
common  law  and  ftatute,  they  (ball  be  conftdered  to  operate 
by  the  common  law,  (See  Ld.  Altham  v:  K.  of  Anglefey, 
Gilb.  Rep.  17.)  it  became  the  praflice  to  infert  among  the 
operative  words,  the  words  Bargain  and  Sale.  In  fa&  it  it 
more  accurate  to  infert  no  other  operative  words,  and  to 
eiprefs  that  the  bargain  and  fale,  or  leafe,  is  made  to  the 
iotent  and  purpofe*  that  thereby,  and  by  the  ftatute  of* 
ufes,  the  leflee  may  be  capable  of  a  releafe.  The  Bar- 
gain and  Sale,  therefore,  or  thfe  leafe  for  a  year,  as  it  if 
generally  called,  operates,  and  the  Bargainee  is  in  the 
paffeflion  by  the  ftatute ;  the  re-leafe  operates  by  en* 
higingtjhe  eftate  or  poffefiion^of  the  bargainee  to  a  fee; 
this  Is  at  common  law,  and  if  the  ufe  be  declared  to  the 
releafee  in  fee  fimple,  it  continues  an  eftate  at  the  com* 
monhwy  .but  if  the  ufc.is  declared  to  a  third  perfon,  the 
ftatute  again  intervenes,  annexes,  or  transfers  the  poffefliort 
lo  him  to  whom  the  ufe  is  declared.  It  has  been  faid 
fctflie  pofleffion  of  the  bargainee  under  the  leafe  is  not 
fc  properly  merged,  as  enlarged  by  the  jeleafc,  but 
a  all  events  it  does  not  after  the  releafe  exift  diftincl 
from  the  eftate  paffed  by  the  releafe :  (a)  as  the  operation  of

a  corporation  cannot  be  feifed  to  ah  ufe,  (fee  authorities 
cited  fupra).  To  avoid  doubt  upon  this  fubjeft  it  fetfms 
advifable,  that  corporations  fliould  convey  by  feoffment, 
dr  by  a  leafc  and  releafe*  with  in  a&ual  entry  by  the 
leflfee  previous  to  the  releafe,  after  which  the  re-leaf*  will 
jfcfs  the  reverfioh.  It  may  alfo  be  obferved,  that  in  ex- 
changes if  one  of  the  parties  die  before  the  exchange  is 
executed  by  entry,  the  exchange  is  void,  but  if  the  ex* 
change  be  made  by  leafe  and  rele&fe  this  inconvenience 
Is  prevented,  as  the  ftatute  executes  the  poffeffion  with- 
out entry,  and  all  incidents  annexed  to  an  exchange  at 
cortilhon  law  will  be  preferved.

But  even  if  it  fliould  be  thought  to 
imply  a  warranty,  when  unaccompanied  by  exprefs  cove- 
sinis,  ftill  it  cannot,  by  any  rule  of  law,  have  that  eflecr, 
wben  accompanied  by  fuch  covenants.  The  above  autho- 
rises prove  this  point,  and  fee  Bridgman's  complete  Con* 
veviocer,  1  vol.  £23.  However,  as  this  docVine  feems  not 
generally  adverted  to,  I  make  it  a  rule  to  qualify  the  opera- 
tion of  the  word  "  grant"  by  the  introduction  of  fuch  words 
is  sake  the  parties  grant  only  *  according  to  their  refpe&ive 
efUes  and  interefts,  and  fo  far  as  they  can  <do  both  at  law  and 
inequity."  Thus  guarded,  the  moft  fcrupulous  conveyancer 
nnft,  r  think,  be  fatisfied  of  the  perfect  innocence  of  this 
important  monofy  liable. 

On  the  other  hand  I  fee  no.  fuch  force  in  it  as  to  make  it  of 
any  treat  confequence  to  the  purchafer  that  it  fhould  be  re- 
tained, yet  I  with   it  retained,  becaufe  it  is  the  proper  tech* 
nical  exprcflBon  for  a  deed  of  this  nature.     By  the  teafe  for  a 
year  the  eftate  is  vefted  in  the  purchafcr  for  the  term  of  one 
yar,  and  then  th«  vendors  have  in  them  only  an  eftate  in  re- 
rerfion.    Now   the  word  grant  certainly  is  the  proper  and 
technical  word  to  convey  a  reverfion.     adly.  Some  convey- 
aacen  are  perfuaded  that  without  the  word  grant  the  pur- 
chafer  of  a  manor,    common,  or   other  incorporeal  heredi- 
taments which  are  in  gro/s  will  nor  pais.     I  have  known  this 
carried  fo  far,  that  a  very  eminent   conveyancer,  in  a  cafe 
what  fame  deeds  were  referred  to  him,  which  were  actually 
eogrofled  and  executed  by  fome  of  the  parties*  refuted  to  per- 
mit his  client  to  pay  his  purchafe  money,  merely  becaufe  the 
txu&ees  had  not  conveyed  by  the  word  grant.    This  he  did  on 
the  pound,  that  if  the  commons;  &c*  were  fevered  from  the 
had,  they  would  not  safe  without  the  word  grant.    In  (up*  , 
port  of  his  opinion  he  cued  the  above  paflage  from  Bridgman, 
where  Sis  Jcoflrey  Palmer  is  made  to  lay,  that  "  common  in 
pots  cannot  pals  without  the  word  grant."    This,  in  the 
fcafc  in  which  it  is  Jaid  by  Sir  Jeoffrey  Palmer,  is  perfe&ly

quantity  or  duration  of  the  eftate  or  eftates  which
